Bohss Become Fragile 


A characteristic siyn of this disease- 


is the ease with which black and 
blue marks appear on the skin. Tlv 
slightest blow or pressure will result 
in a black and blue mark. 
The vic- 


tim complains of pains in the bone- 
and is very susceptible to fracture" 
of the bones almost without external 
cause. 


Gaucher's disease usually begrins in 


childhood. 
It develops .slowly and 


may not be noticed until the sufferer 
reaches an age between twenty-five 
and forty. 
Males are more suscept- 


ible to it than females. It is believed 
to be hereditary for it often runs in 
families. 


At a recent medical conference this 


rare arid unusual disease was dis- 
cussed by several eminent physicians. 
Even now it is unfamiliar and for 
many years little was known con- 
cerning: it. 


It is now known that removal of 


the spleen should be performed as 
soon as the diagnosis of Gaucher's 
disease is made. The operation does 
not produce an absolute cure, but the 
progress of the disease is halted. 


After the operation the patient IK 


considerably improved. The anemia 
disappears and the blood begins to 
appear, normal. 


It is often difficult to make a diag- 


nosis of Gaucher's disease. Jt should 
be suspected if any of the signs 1 


;. have mentioned are present. 
The 


disease can be confirmed by careful 
study of the blood. 


In this ailment the blood shows 


anemia, reduction in the number of 


- ^-.lii{.B~i3loud teHs"~ a.n*l a decrease in 


the number of blood "platelets", tiny 
..cells.found in the blood and believed 
to" be substances that in some mnn- 
ner aid in the normal action of ihe 
"red blood cells. 
" Fortunately. Gaucher's disease is a 
rare and unusual affliction of man. 
;The cause has never been discovered. 
tBjit scientists will not rest in their 
-efforts to determine the underlying: 
cause and to find a cure for this 
strang-e malady.
